Council Backs Up 
Executive Committee 


As Students, Faculty Confer

THE STTJDENT COUNCIL last night approaad by a aote of 
18 to six a motion expressing Council approaal of the action 
taken by the CouncU’a Executhre Committee to post bail for 
atudenU arrested ' lat GW during the election day 
demonstration. 

Many students bad expressed disapproval of the ' 
Comiittee’s action on the grounds that the Committee had 
used money from the Inner City Scholarship Fund to bail the 
students out. , ' __ 

According to Ronds BiUig,'' one of the members of the 
Executive Committee who favored potting ball for^ the 
students, the money taken from the Scholmhip FSind was ^ 
backed by a check from the Council’s office expenses fund. 

Miss Billig abo reported that all but $40 of the $250 '' 
borrowed from the fund has already been returned. 

Defending the action of the Exectitive Connittee during 
last night’s lengthy debate in Council, Miss BiUlg argued that I 
“anyone who was there last week would have realized that it | 
could have been anyone of us” who was arrested. I: 

Explaining why the committee bailed out all tbe GW 
students arrested on campus, and not just those who seemed 
to be unjustly arrested. Miss Billig sUted that the members of I 
tbe committee felt that they could not “act as a court.” , ^ | 

Sandy Marenberg, who introduced the motion of support, :- 
argued tjiat the Council lent ‘‘credence to what went on.’’ ”We ' 
mpported tbe strike,” he said, “and we took the responsibility i 
for what happened. Some people were out there because of '' 
oUr support of the strike. We have a moral obligation to those f 
people.” ' 

“All you can do,” Marenberg argued, “is make complete " 
laughing stock of the Council If you reject the motion.” 

Mike McEboy, one of the membm of the Executive ' 
Committee who voted to post bail, told the Council that the J 
University has “In past cases, gotten students out of jail on its ' 
own say so.” 

McElroy also argued that the committee had decided to } 
post bail for “humanitarian reasons,” not for political ones. ^ 
Council President Jim Knicely, who voted against posting 
bail, said that be felt the question was one of whether the 
Council supported Aie actions of the strikata. He abo argued 
that last spring when the Council voted to support the Poor 
People’t Campaign, it also voted to provide bail money for any 
students who might be arrested. “We didn’t do that this time,” 
ha added.

THE DAY OF DIALOGUE iropQjed for 
December 6th could prove to be one of the 
most constructive steps forward towards 
establishing good student-faculty relations 
ever seen at GW. And, on the otW hand, it 
could prove to be one of the greatest flops of 
all time. Students must decide which it is to 
be, and if the typicsd GW 'student behaves as 
certain Student Council members suggested 
he would, and considen the Day of Dialogue 
simply the beginning of a three day weekend, 
students will, and should, lose forever what 
ever power they now posses. 

For months now, students have been' 
crying out for a meaningful dialogue with the 
faculty and administration. The meetings of 
the past few days seem to indicate that 


perhaps the dialogue with the administration 
has i)Mn established. December 6th will give 
students a chance to establish their dialogue 
with the faculty. It is to be hoped that they - 
will not pass up this opportunity. It is to be 
hoped that they win take fuU advantage of 
their chance to get to talk with normally 
inaccessable professors. And it is also to be 
hoped that after December 6th the 
inaccessable professors wifi become 
permenantly accessable. Is this, too much to 
hope for? 

An Open Senate 

■ A WORD OF APPRECIATION is due the 
University Senate, which Friday took the 
important step of opening its meetings to 
those members of the GW community who 


have long been denied attendance. v 

Members of the faculty have alWays (as far 
as our memory servts us) been able to ^attend 
the meetings, and so have many >membiers of 
the administration. For the last two years, 
both the Student Council President and 
Hatchet Editor-in-Chief have been allowed to 
attend-as guests of the Senate. Because ' 
meetings have been open to the press, the 
University community has learned of - its 
proceedings-but only second-hand. 

Realistically, few studehts'will attend. The 
barrier that the Senate had erected was a 
magnet to those who like to tear down 
barriers. But now there is nothing to block 
their presence and the attraction that was 
youthful icortoclasm will quickly fade. 
Perhaps the years ahead will see a hew breed 
of student who will be prepared to back up 
the bombast with sincere behavior. 


' Racism ?’ 


Last weeki several black students delivered three 
demands to President EtUott conceniihg Monday’s fight 
between Campus Club owner Ai Miller and Rufus 
(CatRsh) Mayfield. One of these demands 'was that the 
University condemn Miller's “racism.” 

Such a serious and odious charge must be. based on 
fact. We would subihit the following evidence in defense 
of Miller: 

1. Miller may have provoked the fight with Mayfield, 
but his anger was not motivated by Mayfield; actually, he 
was yelling in an effort to respond to Carl C^esby's 
remarks. Mayfield -just hapMned to be the next speaker. 

2. Mayfield created adwd tension by calling Miller a 
“honky,” to which the latter replied. ‘‘If I’m a honky, 
then you must be a nigger.” 

3. Al Miller’s Campus Club is probably the only truly 

integrated eating place on campus. A large percentage of 
the clientelle is black. ' ; 

4. Most of Miller’s employees are black. 

5. Of the Gub’s two managers, one is black., , 

It is extremely unfortunate that incidents such as 
Monday’s between a white and a black must be always 
interpreted as racially motivated. In this case,.at least, the 
preponderance of evidence would indicate, tliat such was 
not the motivation and that Al Miller has been publically 
and wrongfully maligned fen' what was no more than an 
argument between two meii. 

It is well that the University did not respond to the 
demand to condemn Miller*s “racism.” Neither this 
University nor any university which wishes to keep 
academic integrity can afford to defend or condemn the 
politics, prejudice$,or attitudes of those who appev tcf. 
speak on the campus. Fortunately, the University no 
longer acts in loco parentis, no Ipnger protects ahd stdetds 
the minds of its students. In this new role, it must remain 
neutral, and remain idoof from the political ferment 
which is reserved, for the faculty and students. In this 
role, the administration will fulfill its proper 
function -administration . 

Whose Integrity ? 

Dr. Theodore Perros, in a letter on this page, 
writes to the Hatchet “in the interest of journalistic 
integrity...” and in reference to a previous editorial. 

Perros should re-dsfine “integrity.” It is 
incomprehensible hbw the chairman of the Senate 
Athletic Committee coijld be so poorly informed about 
the nomination of two of his committee’s members. It is 
impossible to understand why Penos refused to allow Stu 
Sirkin, one of the students nominated for the committee,, 
to attend the meeting, either as as a prospective member 
or as Executive Sports ^itor of the Hatchet. 

As Perros points out, “it is this sort of 
misrepresentation and distortion of facts that exacerbates 
student-faculty relationships.”

There they 
were, in all their glory, the 
apathetic GW student* oiu 
always hears about. 

It -la always dangerous to 
make generalizatioiu about a 
group. But anybody who was 
observing as well m seeing 
Friday afternoon could not help 
making generalizations. 
Obviously, i»t all the men were 
Greeks, and not all the women 
were overdressed. But they all 
had several things In common: 
they were all out on G Street to 
watch a show; they all teemed to 
be hoping for another “bust’.’

The policeman was finally calmed down when it 
was pointed out that the picture was perfect, but' 
Marc Tizsr is fuzzy. 

All in all, it was a rather Interesting day; A 
good time was had by^SDS.

Apathy Dpplored 

The events of last Tuesday 
and the generally apathetic 
reaction of the student body 
were indeed disturbing, but 
hardly shocking. I have 
Wltnea^ both before. What is 
far more disturbing however, is 
the present efforts of the 
“concerned” or “radical” 
etements on campus to limit 
their response in terms of 
protest over the two completely 
chickenshit issues of property 
invision and faculty 
indifference. . 

. t Th* property issue is just 
plain inelenmt. Anyone really 
fattriliar with the events leadihg 
up to the GW confrontation or 
with the nature of the 
movement as a whole, would 
realize that the police action was 
not a legal but a political one. 


The oops weren’t trampling 
people back into the quadrangle 
because they felt they ware 
, threatening traffic, but because 
they felt they were just plain 
threatening. When the man feels 
the time is right he sets up his 
pigsty wherever he darrm plesae, 
and that’s not something you 
fight by snlvslling about your 
sadred sidewalks. Dig it people! 
In this struggle all the eld 
barriers break down, and you’re 
not going to find bastioru within 
the Ivy -covered towsr or 
anywhere else, except peritaps 
within solidarity with 'one 
another. 

The faculty issue strikes me 
as just a plain waste of time. I 
for one ret\m to whimper over 
the fact that my cbertsbed 
mentors didn’t rush 'to my 
/ defense. That the general 
reaction of the faculty to the 
atrocities of Tuesday was a 
disgusting outpouring of trivial 
platitudes about “professional 


dignity" and “classroom 
obligationt” sickens me. But I 
think It’s only so ample display 
of the extent to which they have 
become sheltered in their qwn 
intellects, a* uncompaadbnate 
and callous as any sadist*. That 
some have sittce voiced concern 
fails to impress me. They were 
not there when it was 
happening. They m lost. They 
have sold out their liberal souls. 
They care for us a* much as a 
pimp cares for hi* whores. They 
too shall go op apinst tbs wall 
The only relationship that 
the event* of Tuesday bear on 
GW as an entity Hes in the 
extent to which they radicalize 
members of the student body. 
However, for that ladicalization 
to be authentic, It must be baaed 
one two-fold undcratanding that 
the confrontation was far more 
Intense than is implied in its 
self-evident nature, and that it 
was an absurdity for the 
educational facilities to continue 


functioning as an institution as it 
was occurring on its premises. 

What follows from this, ’ 
hopefully, is an |extended, 
parallel two-fold realization that 
‘The Confrontation,” no matter 
how subtle in nianifestion; is 
happening with deadly intensity 
every minute of every hour (rf 
every fucking day on every 
fUeUng square ineb of this 
country, and that it is an 
absurdity of infinitely greater 
proportions for the institutions 
of out society to continue 
functioning as it unfolds. 

What follows from this is up 
to you and me. I

McCienon were i‘ .dismiHed in 
court On Friday. McCienon had 
been charged with' diaorderly

hfcClanon explained that 
he had been standing neair' 2, lit 
and Q ' Streets, N.W., at B'SO 
p.m.,' when he saw police 
arresting SD$ ieadar Male Ti^. 
He was seized when be urged 
Tizer not to resist. ' The police 
ofneer who appeared in the Q.C. 
'Court of General Sasaions told 
the prosecutor that he did qot 
know why McCienon had been 
charged and that he believed 
there was a mistake. 
Conaequently the charge was 
dismisaed for want of evidence. 

Vice-President for Student 
Affairs Wiliiam P. Smith 
considered the arrest completely 
inappropriate, adding that 
McCienon had been a leader 
among those students opposing 
disruptive demonstrations. A 
letter from McCienon in 
September had prOmted a reply 
by Smith restating the 
University policy against 
disruption. > . 

Contrary |o some reports 
that the.. University had provided 
McCienon' with legel aid, he hiad 
actually retained his own 
attorney on referral by the 
University. 

MiClenon said that he had 
been advised by his attorney not 
to sue the police for false arrest.
